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_ These are troubled times. As the most powerful nation in the world 
it is probably inevitable—even though often painful—that we should be 
under more or less constant attack from some portion of the globe. Cer- 
tainly no phase of American life has been more violently attacked in recent 
years than our foreign policy, not only by our most bitter enemies, but 
also by our oldest and staunchest allies. 

How to win and retain the friendship of other countries is a problem 
which we have tried to meet in a variety of ways. We have tried gifts— 
of military forces and equipment, of money and credit, of technical assis- 
tance in the form of manpower and machines. As the economies of war- 
torn and backward countries have struggled to their feet, we have tried to 
replace gifts, first with loans, and second (hopefully) with self-sufficiency. 

Most of these measures have been highly satisfactory to the govern- 
ments whose friendship we have sought to win and whose power as allies 
we have tried to increase. Unfortunately in all too many instances they 
have had a much less favorable impact upon the peoples of these countries 
without whose support the heads of state cannot long hold office. While 
we have concentrated primarily on the individuals in power, Russia has 
concentrated on the man in the street, so that Democracy, with far more 
to offer, has again and again been rejected for Communism. 

Naturally our State Department is not unaware of this situation. For 
many years it has carried on a number of activities designed to remedy it. 
perhaps the foremost being its Cultural Relations Division which in many 
countries maintains staffs quite comparable to those found in our Embas- 
sies and Consulates. In recent months the concerts given by Van Clyburn 
in Moscow and the defeat of the Russian chess masters in the Yugoslav 
tournament by 15 year old Bobby Fisher have had enormous propaganda 
value as far as the Russian people are concerned. 

Even more effective than music or chess, however, are athletics which 
in most countries have a far broader appeal. Soviet Russia is fully aware of 
this, has recruited its outstanding athletes and has spent money freely in 
order to provide coaches, equipment and the opportunity to compete abroad, 
all toward the goal of winning the Olympic Games. As part of this pro- 
gram it subsidises an Equestrian Team which year by year is becoming 
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more formidable. Other nations, by 
continuing to maintain cavalry regi- 
ments, in effect provide similar sub- 
sidies. 

All this makes particularly signifi- 
cant the letter (which appears on 
this page) to Whitney Stone, Presi- 
dent of the U. S. Equestrian Team, 
from Scott McLeod, U. S. Ambassa- 
dor to Ireland, tendering congratu- 
lations on the success of our Team 
at the Dublin Horse Show which he 
characterizes as “most beneficial to 
the operation of this Mission”. Am- 
bassador McLeod continues: “It can 
certainly be said that they reached 
a much higher proportion of the 
population than have the other sub- 
sidised cultural activities undertaken 
by our Government. I would cer- 
tainly favor an allotment from the 
United States cultural appropriation 
to support future appearances of 
such a fine group as this at the Dub- 
lin Horse Show.” 

Amassador McLeod has given us 
all a lead. Now let Chronicle readers 
take pen in hand and write our State 
Department, our Congressmen and 
our Senators letters which will back 
him up, support our Team, and put 
our own tax money where it will be 
really effective.

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Clem Defeats Round Table in 
United Nations Handicap

A racetrack staging an “‘invitational’’ 
race is in the position of the socially- 
aspiring lady who is planning a swank 
party. The invitation list looked like the 
roster of the Mayflower (the original one), 

Of course, only the hungry aristocracy 
showed up; but she DID get a nice re- 
jection from the one who bothered to 
R, S, V. P. He said he had promised himself 
an evening at home with the television, 
and a Vanderlip never breaks a promise. 

Anyway, the invitation list was sen- 
sational, 

The strangest part about these invited- 
in races is the way owners react to them. 
Everybody wants to be asked, but there is 
a tendency to become coy as soon as the 
invitation is received. 

In races where the number of entries 
is limited as in the United Nations Handi- 
cap at Atlantic City or Laurel’s Wash- 
ington, D. C, International, the track 
management must use a lot more dip- 
lomacy than the official delegates to the 
United Nations employ. 

Atlantic City’s secretary, James P. 
Ross, Jr., sets up a handicap of the 
world’s leading horses. The first 12 on 
the list from the top-weight down , are 
invited, and the track waits and hopes. 

Nobody answers until he’s sure he 
can’t find a better offer or an easier 
race on the same afternoon, 

When the owner of one of the first 
dozen declines, the track moves down a 
notch and sends out another invitation, 

The proprietor of an invited horse 
below the top 12 is likely to be touchy. 
He is happy because his horse doesn’t 
have to carry as much weight as Round 
Table, but is hurt because, obviously, 
Mr. Ross considers his animal inferior 
to Round Table. You really have to know 
a horse owner to understand this. 


Invitation List 

Atlantic City’s invitation list started 
with *Gallant Man and Round Table at 
130 pounds, and ended with Flamingo at 
109. There were 79 horses on the master 
sheet. 

Round Table was the only one inthe top 
12 to show up for the race. 

Clem, with 113, was among the ten 


which were tied in 56th place in Mr. 
Ross’s ratings. The other ten that went 
to the post on September 13 were strung 
out in between, 

Rafty, No. 13 on the weight parade, 
had an impost of 119, and his impost was 
closest to Round Table’s, A Dragon Killer, 
No, 25, carried 116, 

*Combustion II, Hoop Band, *Langton 
Breeze, Liberty Sun and *Tudor Era were 
tied for the No. 31 spot with 115 pounds. 
Lucido, Tenacious and *St. Vincent each 
lugged 114, 

As the horses near the top declined 
or defected, the track management had to 
move on down the scale. If, say, Amber- 
gris or Manteau had accepted, under the 
rules of the game, Clem would not have 
got in, 

But Clem DID get in and that made the 
horserace, 

Observers are saying that Clem had the 
best of the weights; some of them said 
that before the race - but after the Wash- 
ington Park Handicap, in which he went a 
mile in record time and beat Round Table 
by 3 1/4 lengths. In that one, Round Table 
carried 131, Clem 110, 

Such situations always develop incases 
where the weights of a handicap are an- 
nounced early. We’ve had some beauts 
in the Santa Anita, 

In its invitational, Atlantic City offers 
a horseman a shot at $65,000, lays the 
cards on the table and if the fellow wants 
to sit in he is welcome. Even if he thinks 
the weights are a pound or two short of 
making the affair a 12-horse dead-heat, 
the horse owner gets a real, good deal, 
And it doesn’t cost him anything but 
car ‘fare to the track, 


Jockey Changes 
Despite the opinions of some deep 
thinkers regarding the weights, the folk 
who put up the money went for Round 
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Table. They went for him in a way that 


put his odds at 3 to 5 and a fat price on 
everything else. 

The strange game of leapfrog played 
by the jockeys before the race added to 
the excitement. 

Shoemaker had been engaged to ride 
*Gallant Man, so Willie Molter, trainer 
of Round Table, hired Eddie Arcaro. The 
day before the race, Arcaro was grounded 
by an infection and Molter tried to get 
Willie Harmatz, who had ridden Round 
Table to victory in last year’s Hawthorne 
Gold Cup. Harmatz already was engaged 
to handle *St. Vincent, but gladly would 
have relinquished this chore to ride Round 
Table. *St. Vincent’s connections didn’t 
think much of the idea. 

Then, Ismael Valenzuela was invited. 
(This thing really was an invitational). He 
accepted, after getting permission to aban- 
don his work in New York, 

Somehow, in the scramble for the best 
jockeys, John Sellers who rode Clem to his 
sensational win over Round Table in Chi- 
cago, was forgotten, 

When the dust settled, THERE was 
Round Table’s rider aboard Clem, and 
Sellers was out at Hawthorne winning the 
Midwest Handicap aboard Arcandy and 
setting a new track record for 6 1/2 
furlongs.

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Shoemaker and Clem 

Shoemaker did very well with Clem for 
a kid who wasn’t used to the colt. He 
took the son of *Shannon Il-Impulsive, by 
Supremus, out on top at the break and, 
more important, still was there at the 
finish. 

Liberty Sun went along with Clem for 
the first six furlongs and then got his head 
in front, which caused at least one sage 
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observer to observe, ‘That takes care of 
Clem.” 

I couldn’t have been farther wrong. 

Clem had plenty of horsepower left, 
and was in front again before you could 
say, ‘‘Shoemaker is riding cool’’. 

With a mile gone and three-sixteenths 
to go, the calm Willie had his horse two 
lengths in front and ready for the question. 

Round Table, which had been going 
along in fifth place most of the way, came 
up to ask it. 

Then Shoemaker smacked his mount a 
couple of times to make sure he would be 
in high gear for the final run and dared 
Round Table to bring his 130 pounds to 
the front. 

The classy son of *Princequillo, with 
Valenzuela driving, gave everything, but 
he missed by what the official photo held 
was half a length. The time, 1:54 3/5, 
lowered the track record 1 1/5 seconds. 
Clem’s mutuel payoff was $11. 

It was a stirring race, a wonderful 
victory for Clem and his owner, Mrs. 
Adele L, Rand, and Round Table lost no 
caste in defeat. The difference in im- 
posts was 17 pounds, remember. 

Generously, Mrs. Rand allows her 
husband, Frank, to accompany her to the 
winner’s circle after the big wins. Mr. 
Rand is a shoemaker from New Mexico, 
The Shoemaker from Texas, Willie, also 
participated in the celebration, as Mr. 
John B, Kelly, president of Atlantic City, 
handed out fabulous prizes (besides the 
money) to owner, jockey and Trainer W, W. 
Stephens. 

With the $65,000 earned for his grass 
gallop, Clem boosted his '58 earnings to 
$237,847. He has 3 wins, 4 seconds and 
S thirds in 16 starts. He won 4 of 10 last 
year and $171,100. 

Clem, now a four-year-old, was bred by 
Louis B, Mayer. He was purchased in the 
1955 Keeneland Summer Sales for $8,500.

He previously had 
accounted for The Promise at Saratoga 
amd: two overnight races earlier in the 
year. 

Carrying the purple and gold silks of 
‘‘Laddie’’® Sanford , Dartmoor alternated 
with Versus in setting the pace, and at 
one point, nearing the far turn it appeared 
as if Versus would be the winner. He 
jumped the better of the two and led over 
the final hurdle, only to be overtaken by 
Dartmoor in the run home. Dartmoor was 
ridden by John Cotter and won by three 
quarters of a length. Versus was only an- 
other three quarters of a length to the 
fore of Ragtime Cowboy, which closed very 
well and was gaining on the first two at the 
end. Count Down, *Duc de Richmond and 
Adios Buzz completed the field in that 
order, but almost from the start, the first 
three horses dominated the running.

Caste Wins Manly at Foxcatcher 
Hounds Meeting at Fair Hill, Md.

Favored with perfect weather, the 
second and final session of hunt racing 
sponsored by the Cecil County Breeders’ 
Fair at Fair Hill, Md., was held on 
Saturday, 13. The rolling course, part of 
William duPont, Jr.’s Foxcatcher Hounds’ 
country, was at its best and some 6,000 
followers of the sport enjoyed a fine day of 
racing. 

A few in the happy throng found their 
day of enjoyment sagging when Capt. J.L. 
B, Bentley’s Gillian and Alfred H.Smith’s 
Grand Chal took a wrong fence in the 1Oth 
running of the Cecil County Steeplechase. 
With a purse of $2,500 , the 3 mile test 
over 19 timber fences is the world’s 
richest timber race. 

Making a debut over the stiff obstacles, 
George T. Weymouth’s Robinhurst was 
first away from the starter’s bell in the 
gruelling event, with Gillian and Grand 
Chal following as named in the field of 10 
starters over the Ist fence. In light at 
148 pounds, Robinhurst opened a long 
early lead under Crompton Smith, Jr.’s 
handling. A green one, the former brush 
performer showed little or no regard for 
the fences as he splintered the rails in 
the early stages of his journey. Opening 
a 10-length advantage, Robinhurst carried 
the mail for 15 fences with Gillian and 
Grand Chal running as a team inhis wake. 
Showing more respect for the stiff ob- 
stacles and fencing better after 1 1/2 
miles, Robinhurst started to come backto 
his field. 


*Coup-de-Vite Moves Up 

Making their bid after the 15th fence, 
Gillian, under Harry Hatcher, and Grand 
Chal, with Joseph L. Aitcheson, Jr., up, 
moved to the fore and headed for the 4th 
fence instead of the l6th. They sailed the 
fence together and on landing Aitcheson 
realized his error and pulled up his mount, 
while Hatcher continued. Coming from 6th 
position over the 15th fence, Mrs. Henry 


Obre’s *Coup-de-Vite moved up to chal- 
lenge Robinhurst. Ably handled by Kenneth 
Field, last year’s timber champion nego- 
tiated the 19th and final fence a head be- 
hind Robinhurst, with Gillian leading the 
pair by 2 1/2 lengths. Knowing that Gillian 
would be disqualified from the order of 
finish, Field called on his mount in the 
stretch to take care of Robinhurst, who 
was going well despite his panel-smashing 
beginning. Responding to Field, *Coup- 
de-Vite drew to be 2 lengths behind Gil- 
lian at the wire and 3 1/2 lengths to the 
good of Robinhurst. R. M. Brewer’s Mary 
March, a winner of 4 timber races in the 
midwest this year, finished 4th, 8 lengths 
behind Robinhurst. 

The disqualification was not long in 
being announced and *Coup-de-Vite moved 
into the winners’ circle for the 3rd time

Saratoga Sales Swivet 


This is how the Blood-Horse told it:- 

**When Perne Grissom shows up at an 
auction, he is not expected to be incon- 
spicuous, but he was in rare form at 
Saratoga. He brought a barrel of monkeys, 
and turned them loose. Tuesday night he 
bought 2 yearlings with no more than a 
slight flourish, but Wednesday he ex- 
ecuted a few arpeggios when Mrs. Joseph 
Walker’s handsome big colt by Native 
Dancer-Rytina was knocked down to Mrs. 
Ellsworth Augustus’ Keswick Stable at 
$25,000; the auctioneer had failed to 
recognize his raise. 

**Thursday night, after going to $41,000 
to outbid Gus Ring for Jonabell Stables’ 
excellent colt by Native Dancer out of 
Battlefield’s dam, Grissom signed the 
sales slip quite happily. This was one of 
the yearlings he had set his heart on, 
Sixteen yearlings later, auctioneer Ralph 
Retler acknowledged Grissom’s offer of 
$10,000 for Bwamazon Farm’s Spy Song- 
*Persian Maid colt, and, after amoment of 
fruitless exhortation, dropped the hammer. 
But Tom O'Farrell, bid-spotter in 
Grissom’s section, had reported H, B. 
Massey’s $10,000 offer at the same time, 
without seeing Grissom's bid. Retler 
thought O’Farrell’s yea-up! was for 
Grissom’s bid, which the auctioneer had 
seen directly: O’Farrell, of course, 
thought Retler had taken the bid passed 
on for Massey. Both bidders claimed the 
colt. In keeping with the rules in such 
cases, the dispute was settled by re- 
opening the bidding. Massey made the 
only raise, and got the colt at $11,000 
for his Grandview Stable. Then all Grissom 
broke loose. 

“The big Detroiter walked over to 
the Fasig-Tipton offices facing the sale 
ring and let it be understood that, unless 
he got the Spy Song colt at the $10,000 
for which it had been knocked down, he 
wasn’t taking the Native Dancer for which 
he already had signed at $41,000. H, S. 
Finney, president of the sale company, 
was absent, on advice of his physician. 
Grissom proclaimed the injustice of the 
thing to Dave Morenberg, Dan Van Clief, 
Lou Doherty, Bob Duffy, Ralph Retler, 
Laddie Dance and assorted bystanders, 
rising to resounding crescendo, 

“Grissom moved so fast and so vig- 
orously that he kept the opposition off 
balance; the company had to move care- 
fully to avoid being trapped into a false 
move, though essentially it was in a well 
protected position, since it had written 
its own rules, But Perne L. Grissom is 





a tough antagonist when he is really en- 
joying the infighting. He won the first 9 
rounds hands down, 

*‘After the initial fanfare, he returned 
to the cashier’s cage, wrote out a check 
for $51,000 dated and signed, but with 
the payee’s name omitted, leaving space 
for the Fasig-Tipton stamp. Morenberg 
refused to accept the check (since it in- 
cluded $10,000 for a colt that, by the 
company’s interpretation of its ownrules, 
Grissom had not bought). 

‘‘Friday morning there were con- 
ferences, all with similar results: if 
Grissom didn’t get the Spy Song at $10,000, 
Fasig-Tipton could dispose of the Native 
Dancer in a rather gruesome manner. 
There were deadlines for decision - noon, 
2 o’clock, 3 o'clock, finally 6 o’clock. 
Officers of the sale company, now with 
legal talent running interference for them, 
finally laid down the ultimatum: uniess 
Grissom fulfilled his obligation to pay 
for the Native Dancer colt, without re- 
ference to the Spy Song, he would be 
held responsible for payment and the 
$41,000 colt would be resold Friday night 
as Grissom’s property, for gain or loss. 

“*This was a firm stand, and Grissom 
made the most of it, standing serenely 
aside, hoping to watch the Fasig-Tipton 
boys bite their fingernails off about half- 
way up the humerus. He let the 6 0’ 
clock deadline pass. A big sign went up 
to notify all and sundry that Hip No. 175 
was to be resold at the beginning of the 
Friday evening session, which was to 
open at 8:30 EDST,. 

**About 8:15 p.m. trainer L. V. Bellew 
strolled by the cashier’s cage, picked up 
the $51,000 check, and turned inGrissom’s 
check for $41,000. When Grissom himself 
showed up a few minutes later, he got 
Fasig-Tipton’s warm, sincere, and no- 
doubt-about-it thanks. His gesture of 
letting them off the ropes was appreciated 
all round, 

“Things had been sort of dull around 
the auction ring since Grissom sold his 
farm and racing stock last spring. Now 
there would be some life inthe business.”

Lowe’s Gallant Man. Last but not least 
was the plaque given to Marshall Cassidy, 
Executive Secretary of the Jockey Club 
for his achievements contributing to the 
general welfare of racing. 


TWO CADILLACS 

To add to the Cadillac which he has 
been driving for some time, Max Hirsch 
was awarded a second car in the drawing 
for prizes for the benefit of the National 
Museum of Racing on August 25th.

RED FLAG 

Waterford Park officials report that 
there will be racing whether the mile 
track is wet or dry. It was not, however, 
always thus. Back in the gay and friv- 
olous nineties, when Jerome Park was 
the principal race course in the New 
York vicinity a red flag was hoisted over 
the old Astor House te indicate post- 
ponement of the sport if the track was 
muddy - how times have changed! 
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L. W. Cushing and Sons were the 
manufacturers of the celebrated Waltham 
copper weathervanes, emblematic signs 
and finials for gables, cupolas and towers. 
A great variety of subjects were treated 
in the weathervane field, and one of the 
more popular was a copper weathervane 
of Hindoo, the great race horse. So 
popular was this vane that in the 1883 
Cushing catalog, they showed a HINDOO 
with jockey mount, docked tail and braid- 
ed mane, 32” long which retailed at $40, 
as well as a HINDOO without jockey which 
sold for $30. 

Although the Cushing firm has been 
out of business for many years, collector 
Edith Halpert of the Downtown Gallery 
in New York surmised that there must 
be some of the old molds this company 
used still around, After searching for ten 
years, in a Chelsea, Massachusetts junk 
yard, she turned up a jumble of 350 
Cushman molds. Among this confusion, 
she found one complete unit which de- 
monstrated the making of a copper 
weathervane from start to finish. The two 
halves, carved out of wood, used in making 
the templates; also the iron molds for 
the legs and tail, as well as the tem- 
plates for the body were all still intact. 

One and one only copper weather- 
vane was made up from this equipment 
and then the entire unit, including the 
completed weathervane, was presented 
to the Shelburne Museum by Mrs. Halpert. 

The series of pictures shows the 
various stages in fabricating this weather- 
vane. Our cover shows the two halves of 
the original woodcarving. They have been 
tied together and taped at the legs to hold 
the two halves together. 

The season of 1881 became embalmed 
in racing history as ‘‘Hindoo’s year”, 
according to information related in Vos- 
burgh’s ‘‘Racing in America.”’ He started 
20 times and won 18, In 1882 he won the 
Coney Island cup, 2 1/4 miles, beating 
Eole and Parole. This was Hindoo’s last 
race. His owners - The Dwyers - never 
again started horses over a cup course 
because of the controversy between two 
of the horse owners. 

Hindoo was sold to the Runnymede 
Stud, Paris, Kentucky and began as sire 
in 1883. He sired Hanover and Jim Gore 
and four years later Sallie McClelland. 

The Hindoo weathervane (and all the 
equipment used in making it) is on dis- 
play at the Shelburne Museum and is only 
one of the outstanding weathervanes in 
the folk art collection.

Whither Horse Shows 


Mary Aiken Littauer 


“It is in horsemanship as in other 
things: regularity is beautiful, while dis- 
tortion and compulsion must be without 
grace.” 

William Cavendish, Duke of Newcastle 
(1592-1676) 

Since the Sputnik has put soul-search- 
ing in fashion it may not come amiss for 
us to descend from the sublime (7?) to the 
ridiculous (?) and to ask ourselves just 
where some aspects of our international 
jumping classes are taking us today. 

Let us begin with the question of 
seconds, There are cases when one second 
can make a lot of difference; on an icy 
road it can make the difference between 
life anc death; on the pleasant green turf 
it can lighten or load our pocket-books; 
decisions made in a matter of seconds 
can affect the remainder of a life-time; 
they can alter the course of history. Far 
be it from me to belittle the second, but 
everything has its place and if there is 
one place where we are indanger of giving 
the second more than its due today it is 
in the jump-offs of international classes. 


The Time Factor 

Does winning by one second, or by even 
a few seconds, over another horse which 
otherwise has gone as clean prove that 
one horse or one rider or sometimes even 
one nation is better than another? No, 
Particularly since a tiny bit of bad luckcan 
take that second’s difference away; a slip 
here, a red scarf at the ring-side there 


can do it. The real horseman not only 
knows this, but he knows that the impor- 
tance which has been given tothe almighty 
second makes riders cut, corners, side- 
swipe the shrubbery, and yank their horses 
into jack-knife turns which may pull lig- 
aments, tear muscles and abuse mouths. 
The importance of the second has turned 
what should be the most brilliant and ac- 
complished of all performances into a 
kind of glorified scurry. . 

But the lay spectator is blissfully 
unaware of this. Anyone who knows his 
elementary arithmetic can keep a score 
card; and when time is added to knock- 
downs, refusals and run-outs it gives him 
that many more points to play with; he can 
be kept happily busy adding figures, with- 
out having to know a thing about how 
horses should jump or why they do jump. 
And if the gymnastics of horses and riders 
are violent and obvious, so much the 
better: his blood runs faster, he is ‘‘see- 
ing plenty of action”; he is ‘getting a good 
show for the money”, I am not criticizing 
the layman - he usually does not claim to 
be an expert. I am just pointing out that 
his standards are bound to be very differ- 
ent from the horseman’s; he is evenlook- 
ing for quite different things. 

When, after several horses have gone 
clean, one of them wins the trophy by a 
second or two the layman may be satis- 
fied but the horseman ‘cannot. be. And 
yet, and yet - can we horsemen in all 
honesty point a finger at the layman? 


THE CHRONICLE 


There is, after all, a little character who 
sits inside all of us and who cannot look 
out of our eyes as we pass two sparrows 
fighting on the street without wanting us to 
stop to see who will win. Long before we 
ever knew the horse he was looking out 
from our eyes as we squatted on the 
threshold of the cave watching two fellows 
fight it out with flint knives. This con- 
sideration, however, still does not make 
the present pace any easier on horses, 
or a really sensible yardstick for judging. 


Questions of Height 

But ig it not only with this splitting of 
seconds that the law of diminishing returns 
has begun to set in in the international 
type of jumping classes; it is alsobrought 
about by the excessive height to which the 
jumps have risen. The obstacles are so 
high that all but the unique horse has to be 
held in forcibly, then released like a spring 
to take them; lie has to be pushed; he has 
to be checked; he has to be placed; every 
stride must be calculated. Unless one 
has devoted months to schooling an ex- 
ceptionally stable and cooperative horse 
it is next to impossible to negotiate jumps 
of this height crammed into a show arena 
in anything like a smooth-flowing, grace- 
ful manner. And one can add that few 
horses of the type described have what it 
takes to get over this kind of course. 
These classes put a strain on the bone 
and muscle, heart and nerve of every horse 
who participates in them regularly. They 
are, in fact, already so difficult that, like 
Kansas City, “they have gone about as fur 
as they kin go”’, and, until a horse capable 
of jumping yet higher and more acrobat- 
ically has been bred, it seems unlikely 
that we can make them much stiffer. This 
very stiffness in itself is the result of 
certain admirable human traits: the de- 
sire to advance, the desire to excel, along 
with the less admirable one of wanting to 
produce something ever more spectacular 
to draw the crowd, 

It is true that great skill is usually

required of both mount and man to take 
these courses, but it is a violent and an 
artificial kind of skill; it is the skill of an 
acrobat or a contortionist rather than that 
of an athlete. Negotiating these courses 
has become a tour de force rather than 
the skillful demonstration of a natural ac- 
complishment carried to a high degree of 
perfection, What we are doing now seems, 
in fact, to smack almost more of the 
sawdust ring and the limelight than it does 
of the fields and the hedges. That is the 
trouble! With our eyes glued to the tops of 
preternaturally high plywood fences, we 


have forgotten the wide plains over which, 
the horse galloped, the little streams he! 
jumped only when they were too deep to’ 


splash through, and the occasional rockor 
fallen log he leaped when pressed by ex- 
citement or danger, For the horse is not 
naturally much of a jumping animal! Cer- 
tain types of horses, especially when pro- 
perly schooled and conditioned, can jump 
with ease and grace up to a certain 
height, but no more. 


Circus and Dressage 

What we don’t do naturally we seldom 
do without damaging ourselves, let alone 
attractively. The man who lifts too much 
weight becomes muscle-bound; the pearl- 
diver’s lungs are enlarged. All that is 
forced, all that is a warping away from 
nature may demonstrate skill, courage, or 
tenacity but is bound to end in ugliness 
and distortion. That is why going to the 
circus once a year is enough for most of 
us; and, though we may be fascinated by 
the lady who hangs by her teeth from a 
swivel, few of us would want to devote the 
necessary hours a day to strengthening 
our jaws. On the other hand, we can learn 
to dive, for instance, quite gracefully and 
pleasurably, without sacrificing our lives 
to it. The Olympic Games, the highest 
tribunal before which we can go athlet- 
ically, recognizes competitions in high 
diving but as yet none inhigh wire trapeze. 
Is it going to want circus horses? 

It may be as well to recall what hap- 
pened to riding before when it went under 
the big top - for, despite its country or- 
igins and its old aristocratic bias, riding 
has always had a slight weakness for the 
circus. We have all seen what happened 
o ‘‘dressage”’ when it went there. Now we 
know that the aims of true dressage are 
to reproduce under the saddle, at the rid- 
er’s will, in cold blood, all those animated 
movements of the horse which in a state 
of nature are produced only by the emo- 
tions. A frightened horse will rear (the 
courbette), an angry one will jump and 
kick out (the capriole); a stallion at the 
sight of mares will go into the passage, 
and so forth. But will any conceivable 
kind of normal emotion inspire a horse 
instinctively to count to ten or twenty, to 
make a bow, or even to go into the Span- 
ish Walk? It is worth noting thatthe latter, 


which was once included in the repertory 
of academic dressage has now been elim- 
inated from it as a wholly artificial move- 
ment. Is the jumping to become more un- 
natural as dressage becomes more natur- 
al? 

Remember too, in this connection, that 
real dressage competitions are judged on 
their correctness of movement, their 
precision of execution and their elegance 
of performance. What would happen if we 
were to judge them as we judge jumping 
classes and give the prize to the horse 
which could get in the most changes of 
lead or turns on the haunches per minute, 
or which could lift his legs a centimeter 
higher than his competitors at the pas- 
sage? Just stop and think about this for a 
moment; stop and think where it would all 
end. Would there be a dressage class in 
all that mad,distorted scramble which any- 
one would pay money to sit and look at? 


American Hunter Classes 

But what happens if we put the shoe on 
the other foot, if we take these same fac- 
tors of correctness, precision and ele- 
gance and apply them (properly adapted, 
that is) to international jumping classes? 
Here we may have the answer we have 
been looking for, the only sensible and 
practical road which will lead us away from 
that stone wall we are now facing. And it 
is up to us, up to America to show the 
road, since we are the only country with 
real experience in this sort of thing. For 


17 
years our various hunter classes have been 
judged not only by the cleanness of per- 
formance but by the MANNER of the per- 
formance, the ‘‘way of going’. And are 
there any classes which are as pleasant 
to watch? They are so free-flowing, 
smooth and elegant, the rhythm is soeven, 
that the horse seems to be doing precisely 
what he was made for. And though they 
tend to be monotonous and unimaginative 
and often no challenge at all to the kind of 
superb horse entered in them, they do 
present us with aninteresting combination 
of judging standards and a sound one: 
cleanness of performance together with 
way of going and timing, which is based, 
not on sheer speed, but on the ability to 
keep an ideal pace. Now, let us take the 
jumps and raise them, make them more 
complicated and various, yet not so un- 
naturally stiff as to require super-equine 
effort; let us choose a pace at which the 
type of horse entered should be able to 
negotiate the type and height of obstacle 
presented , in ideal form, and let us pen- 
alize the horse who exceeds this pace as 
well as the one who lags behind; let us 
have courses as difficult as can possibly 
be negotiated in correct, natural style and 
let us require that style to perfection. 

Now if we take all these things and 
add them together what will we get? We 
will get classes which should satisfy the 
horseman’s eye, his horse sense and his

sensibilities; they should give the spec- 
tator sportsman even more points to add up 
in his score-keeping; they should provide 
the talented and ambitious competitor with 
an equally hard but more varied and inter- 
esting and (it is to be hoped) more congen- 
ial set of problems. He will have perfect- 
ion to work for as well as points; and it 
is high time perfection entered his vocab- 
ulary, as it has that of at least some 
dressage riders. Maybe this is too much 
to aim for, but only with such standards 
will we ever have a brilliant, accom- 
plished humane spectacle instead of the 
jumping-jack rat race we sometimes now 
see. 


Junior Classes 
But it is a pretty big order to take 
on the whole world, and the proper place 
for improvement, as well as charity, to 
begin is at home. The new young peoples’

introduction of some of the standards and 
ideals described above into their classes? 
After all, consideration of others (even of 
animals), self-control, patience, common- 
sense and an appreciation of plastic beauty 
are not virtues with which we are all so 
heavily endowed as to be able to turn up 
our noses at the types of sports and ac- 
tivities which tend to develop them. School- 
ing a horse to meet the requirements we 
have outlined is bound to promote some of 
these qualities. In a country we like to 
think of as civilized it seems to me we 
should encourage and support such things 
with all our hearts.

arena jumping of the type often called 
** Junior Olympics” is rendered unattrac- 
tive and ultimately unrealistic by exactly 
the same sort of errors we have beendis- 
cussing at a higher level and on a larger 
scale, What about the children brought up 
on these, and more particularly those 
children who have no opportunity to see 
hunter competitions, whose only exper- 
fence of jumping is this type of class or 
its old-fashioned country cousin, open 
jumping? They have no way of knowing 
that there is such a thing as a free, 
correct, beautiful way of moving; that it 
matters HOW the horse gets there pro- 
vided he gets there; that there is any- 
thing to aim at beyond getting over each 
fence somehow, some way, without touch- 
ing it. The emphasis is on winning, pure 
and simple, rather than on good horseman- 
ship or even good sportsmanship, Wouldn’t 
these young people profit tremendously 
both as participants and as watchers by the 


Foster Stock Farm, on the hill above the 
Brewster Reservoir.

Broadacres Invitational 

Fun was the order of the day at the 
twilight schooling show held at Broad- 
acres Farm. Special classes were de- 
signed to give the inexperienced horses 
and riders a chance to compete, 

One of the most interesting classes 
was the ‘‘Suitable to Become Green Hunt- 
ers’, for young horses just starting 
mounted work, Each rider individually 
demonstrated what he had taught his 
horse.

Warm but nonetheless pleasant weather 
judging of strictly superior caliber, more 
entries than ever before, collectively the 
best performances in the seven year 
history of the event, and extremely dis- 
appointing attendance - that pretty well 
tells the story of the 1958 U.S.E.T. Bene- 
fit Show at Denver, Colorado, 

To our way of thinking, the show 
reached its climax on the afternoon of 
the third day, with two of the most 
spectacular classes anyone in this part 
of the world has ever witnessed, In the 
Open Working Hunter Divison, the Dan 
Thornton Challenge Trophy proved to be 
a field day for horses with Three-Day 
experience. The course covered close to 
a mile, with some sixteen jumps of all 
types and varieties. With emphasis placed 
on brilliance, there was a clear invitation 
to open up; yet a poorly executed jump 
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was an equally clear invitation to disaster. 
It was no surprise that, of the five ribbon 
winners, the top three - Mrs. David 
Davis’ Gipsy Hill, Sandy Phipps’ Sky Chief, 
and young Susan Dukes’ Brutus - were the 
same three that, competing for the Col- 
orado team, completed the Speed and 
Endurance test at Pebble Beach a short 
six weeks before. 

Two classes later, Open Jumpers Pu- 
issance produced a series of three jump- 
offs between the big veteran of the U.S.E.T. 
squad, Carousel Clown, and a tremendous- 
ly improved young veteran of the 1957 
Wofford Cup, Crafty Queen, the former 
finally rewarding Sandy Phipps with two 
tremendous efforts over the tough spread- 
straight combination after Dion Dana had 
the bad luck to collect a knockdown on the 
spread jump. What might have been a re- 
peat of this hand-to-hand combat in Jumper 
Stake on Sunday failed to materialize when 
Carousel Clown tangled with an oxer and 
Sandy wound up in the emergency ward - 
fortunately nothing more serious than a 
wrenched shoulder. 

Well deserved championships went to 
Georgie Davis’ Gipsy Hill in Open Jumper 
- a consistent performer all the way in 
both hunter and jumper classes - Ellie 
Crockett’s Lursole in Green Jumper - an 
experienced hunter but making his first 
appearance in jumper classes - JanSzmi- 
giero’s handsome and beautifully school- 
ed Firebird in Open Working Hunter - 
credit and assist to a smooth job of 
jockeying by Karen Phipps - and Mrs. 
Harold Tamblyn’s Star Dust in Green 
Working Hunter - again a fine job of riding 
by young Suzanne Tamblyn. Reserves were 
close in every instance - Mrs. Rolof- 
son’s Prairie Brush, the Staley’s Wofford 
Cup hopeful Giradi, the Howard-Robison

There are a few camps, and again I 
say they are very few, who do have these 
very important details under consider- 
ation, However, the balance of uncared- 
for horses, and the resulting condition in 
which they leave these camps at the end 
of August, should give horsemen around 
the country subject to much thought and 
ultimately, action, 

I do hope that the teachers of good 
horsemanship and the lovers of horses 
can get together and really accomplish 
something worthwhile in this regard,

U. S. Team - Ostend and Rotterdam 
Bill Bryan 


The U. S. Equestrian Team finished 
its 1958 training tour in Europe on the 
same high note it has maintained through- 
out the four month campaign by scoring 
additional victories at Ostend and Rotter- 
dam. 


Four Firsts 

The Ostend show, August 27 - 31, saw 
team captain Bill Steinkraus register two 
of the four U. S. wins with a double 
aboard Ksar d’Esprit. The slender West- 
port, Conn., rider topped a formidable 
field in the Puissance, emerging vic- 
torious after a series of jumpoffs in 
which the fences reached a height of 
72”. His other first place effort with 
the big grey came in the Prix du Kursall 
as he turned back Germany’s Hans Winkler 
riding Fahnenjunker and teammate George 
Morris on Night Owl. The trio had gone 
clean in the first round when Steinkraus 
came back to pilot Ksar d’Esprit around 
the nine-obstacle jumpoff course without 
a fault in the time of 42.7 seconds. Morris 
nailed down second with a no-fault, 44.9- 
second round while Winkler was third with 
four faults and 47.9 seconds. 

In another U. S. victory, Hugh Wiley 
turned in the only clean round with Master 
William to take the vaunted Prix des 
Vainqueurs. With every other entrant 
having been assessed penalty points, Wiley 
rode into the ring, the last togo and need- 
ing a faultless round to win. He guided 
Master William through a carefully - 
executed, no-fault round in 58.9 seconds 
to clinch the class. 

The Prix du Pesage was the fourth 
event to be taken by the Americans as 
George Morris on Sinjon and Steinkraus 
on Ksar d’Esprit finished one-two after 
a 14-horse jumpoff. Frank Chapot was 
fifth in the class on Diamant. 

Germany’s Winkler won the Prix Henri 
Serruys with Sonnenglanz, with Klaus 
Pade, also of Germany, second on 
Froelich. Wiley was third on Nautical. 
Winkler also won the Grand Prix Dragsde 
with Sonnenglanz as Chapot topped the 
U. S. effort by finishing fifth aboard 
Sinbad, 

The team title in the Prix des Nations 
competition went to France with a total 
of 27 faults. The U.S.E.T. finished second 
with 32 1/4. The other team finishers, 
in order, were Germany, England, Holland 
and Belgium. 


Rotterdam 

The final stop on the tour came Sept. 
3 - 7 at Rotterdam where Steinkraus and 
Ksar d’Esprit again paced the U, S, con- 
tingent. Undoubtedly the highlight of the 
Dutch show was the duel between Stein- 
kraus and Winkler in the Puissance which 
saw the pair survive four jumpoffs be- 
fore the decision was made to call the 
event a tie between the pair. 

Steinkraus on Miss Eleo Sears’ bril- 
liant grey and Winkler on the sensational 
Halla were two of the seven competitors 
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went clean on the initial round, but this 
time in the jumpoff it was Ksar d’Esprit 
and Steinkraus who turned in a speedy 
and faultless round to win in 46.4 seconds. 
France’s Capt. B, de Fombelle was sec- 
ond on Topinambour, while Chapot rode 
Sinbad to a tie for third with Thiede- 
mann on Finale. 

A third U.S. victory went into the record 
books when Frank Chapot turned in a 
blazing ride on Diamant to haul downfirst 
place in a hotly-contested time class. 


The Prix des Nations event again went 
to France as they topped Germany, 21 


to 24 1/2 faults. Ireland was third with 
36 and the U. S, fourth with 37 1/2. 
Holland and Britain trailed. 

In the two-horse jumping, Chapot was 
fourth with Sinbad and Diamant, while 
Morris finished fifth with Night Owl and 
War Bride. 

The French pair of Capt. de Fombelle 
on Bucephale and Capt. G, Lefrant on 
Nicias won the Prize of the River Rhine, 
a pair jumping event, by edging Steinkraus 
and Chapot by eight-tenths of a second,

who negotiated the first round without a 
fault over a course ranging from 4°8” 
to 6’. All seven proceeded to the second 
jumpoff with the fences raised. 

In the third jumpoff, European cham- 
pion Fritz Thiedemann was eliminated 
when his mount, Retina, refused at the 
wall. Only Winkler and Steinkraus re- 
mained, 

The fourth jumpoff saw the German 
ace guide his 13-year old mare to a 
clean round over the course which now 
included a _ sevenfoot wall. Steinkraus 
matched this performance to continue the 
deadlock, At this point the two riders 
elected to split the win and save their 
mounts for the next day’s feature, the 
Prize of the City of Rotterdam. 

Again seven entrants in a field of 59

Dressage at North Shore 


The Dressage competition for the 
Merrill-Robertson Trophy was held atthe 
North Shore Horse Show, Stony Brook, 
Long Island, on Saturday morning, Sep- 
tember 6th. This trophy is competed for 
at both the North Shore and Piping Rock 
Horse Shows and must be won three times 
for permanent possession. The American 
Horse Shows Association B-3 Test was 
used and the event was judged by Baron 
Imre de Rohanczy. First and second 
places were won by pupils of Henry Fillis, 
of Greenwich, Conn., namely by Mrs. 
Joseph Busk, Jr., riding Bonsoir (by Bonne

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Madrid to Lisbon Endurance Test 


Evelyn Prescott 


The endurance race between Spain 
and Portugal had some rather unusual 
aspects, principally because it was de- 
signed to be almost as much of a test 
for the riders as the horses. Naturally, 
any endurance test for horses makes con- 
siderable demands on the rider but this 
one, in spite of having a seventy-five kilo 
weight minimum, permits the rider to get 
off any time he chooses to and to run or 
walk beside his horse. In fact one rider, 
Moreno Pidal, spent half of the race on 
foot. His orignial mount went lame short- 
ly before the race so he was obliged to 
ride one which was by no means fit for 
such a contest. Pidal made every effort 
to spare the horses and six days later 
was well in the lead, at which point his 
horse could do no more and he was 
forced to give up - much to everyone’s 
disappointment as Pidal’s courage and 
superior physical fitness had won him 
much admiration, 


Eleven Days 

The race was divided into eleven 
days, mostly over dirt paths, avoiding 
paved highways as much as possible. 
Horses, mares and geldings over five 
years of age were eligible and, while 
none availed themselves of the opportunity 
this year, ladies were permitted to com- 
pete as well as gentlemen. 

On the first day, a mere 26 kilometers 
from Madrid to Navalcarnero, the 36 
amateur riders, 5 of them Portuguese, 
simply had to get there at a minimum 
speed of 10 kilometers an hour. Even 
.this caused trouble for two. Jesus Luque’s 
horse, no. 13, caught his foot in a pipe, 
giving his rider such a fall that his head 
had to be bandaged by the accompany- 
ing ambulance, and Moreno Guerrero re- 
ceived such a blow from his nervous 
mare’s head that he lost two teeth. In 
spite of this, both men reached Naval- 
carnero. 

The second day covered 89 kilometer’s 
to Talavera de la Reina and was judged 
on condition. The riders had no trouble 
finding their way, as the entire country- 
side turned out to peer or cheer ( and 
now and then boast that their donkeys 
could do better). Moreno Guerrero, (minus 
the teeth), won the day. 


Difficult Terrain 

The third day was judged on speed, 
covering 69 kilometers to Navalmoral de 
la Mata and was won by Moreno Pidal 
(the walker). The terrain covered was such 
as to present real problems for the ac- 
companying officials in jeeps - and two 
more riders dropped out of the race. 

The fourth day was also judged on 
speed over the 75 kilometers to Trujillo, 
land of the Pizarros. Moreno Pidal, runn- 
ing beside his horse half of the race, 


tried to make up lost time by galloping. 


the last 10 kilometers. 

On the fifth day, the 51 kilometers to 
Caceres, by both paths and highway, were 
also judged on speed. At this juncture, 
Guerrero Garcia del Busto (winner of the 
1956 race between Madrid and Jerez de 
la Frontera) moved into second place. 
More riders dropped out, due to the 
strain put on their mounts by the ex- 
cessive heat and hard going. 

The 6th day encompassed 86 kilo- 
meters of highway between Caceres and 
Badajoz, judged on speed. Colonel Pombo, 
one of the only two men over SO years 
of age in the race, pulled out due to his 
horse’s poor condition, as did Pidal ‘‘the 
Marathon runner.” This put the Cordoban, 


Jose Guerrero Garcia del Busto, in the 
lead with an hour’s advantage over the 
runner-up. 


A Breather 

The seventh day, like the first, didn’t 
count. Riders simply covered the 16 kilo- 
meters to Elvas, followed by a large and 
colourful public parade on horseback in- 
cluding children on ponies. This gave the 
racers a bit of a breather before the 
following day’s 112 kilometers of high- 
way to Montemor-o-Novo (judged on con- 
dition). Sixty-four kilometers were cover- 
ed in the morning, then a brief break for 
lunch and another 48 kilometers in the 
afternoon. 

The 85 kilometers to Santarem were 
covered the ninth day and judged on speed,

HORSEMANSHIP CHANGES AT CULVER 

Reorganization of the horsemanship 
program at Culver Military Academy in 
Indiana has resulted in the resignation 
from the staff of John H, Fritz and J.

Under Fritz and Feeley, the horse- 
manship program laid out at Culver in 
the post war years by the late Colonel 
Isaac Leonard Kitts of pre-war Olympic 
fame has been carried on and expanded. 
Culver jumping teams have established an 
excellent reputation in the Middle West, 
and the Academy’s polo teams have won 
wide recognition. Fritz and Feeley were 
the originators with Max Palmer of the 
Junior Essex Troop of the idea of tel- 
egraphic jumping meets between teenage 
groups widely separated geographically. 
They have been close followers of the 
USET and strong supporters of FEI 
courses and rules and Olympic type 
cross country courses.

The Dressage event reserved to for- 
eigners at the Hamburg (Germany) Show 
was won by the American Miss Jessica 
Newberry’s Plutony. Miss Newberry has 
been here for quite a while and has be- 
come quite popular at the bigger shows 
here as a result of her success.

Cyr’s L’Etoile into second place. Third 
was Mrs. Joan Gold (Great Britain) with 
Gay Gordon, the most successful dressage 
combination of the Aachen Show, fourth 
Major Grundbach (Switzerland) with On- 
tario and fifth Mr. Bengt Berge (Sweden) 
with Kent.
